British Honduras’ Strange Disease, 
By Telegraph tothe Post-IMSPATCR. 

NEW Tonk, June 2.—The Herald corre- 
spondence from Belize under date of the 13th 
ult. says that for some months past the col- 
ony of British Honduras, as well as the 
neighboring Republics, has been under the 
ban of a disease, which, while said by some 
experts not to be yellow fever, is yet so terri- 
bie In its character as to kill off without a 
single exception every one whom it attacks. 
The young Scotchman Whom Bob Pinkerton 
mot. in Belize died from, days ago ont 
bas péen followed by Dr bb of Stann Creek, 
a 32-year- -old resident of the edlony, whose 
passage had been taken by the Aguan for 
New York. Great excitement and anxiety were 
experienced in Belize yesterday morning, 
when it was seen thatthe steamship Aguan, 
which had arrived durigg the night from the 
south, was flying the yellow flag and was lying 
atthe quarantine grounds. Every one who 
can do so is leaving Honduras, for either En- 
gland or the States, and shortly after 6 o’ clock 
on the morning of the 12th several sailing 
boats, loaded with passengers, were maxing 
forthe steamer, only, however, to be sent 
back, it being stated that a passenger from 
Ysabal bad died while the steamer was at 
Livingstone. Inquiries elicited the fact that 
this man, a Spaniard, had expired from what 
is termed by the medical man in attendance 
‘*pernicious malarial fever,’’ superinduced 
in all probability by heavy drinking. The 
Aguan is simply crowded with passengers, 
among whom arc a number of time 
workmen from Nicaragua and the two chil- 
dren of Marcin Crawford, whose poor wife 
died from worry consequent on the arrest of 
EK. S. Crawford, he alleged bank robber. New 
Orleans is closed as tight as a drum against 
British Honduras, and if an outbreak should 
occur on the Aguan there will be no possible 
means of getting out of the country except by 
way of Mexico, which will mean a long, 
tedious and expensive trip. At the Cayo, 
seventy-five miles northwest of Belize, itis 
reported that the people are dying like sheep, 
and the worst part of it is that nobody really 
knows what the disease is. The European 
doct®rs call it yellow fever, but the American 
medicos differ from them. The only thing, 
therefore, positively Known is thatin course 
of five or six days it Kills everybody whom it 
attacks, and the survivors are simply asking 
themselves, Whose turn next?’’ 


Australia as an Empire, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatca, 

CurcaGco, III., June 20.— The sentiment 
ofan Australian Empire is spreading,’’ said 
A. B. Rogers, a barrister from Sydney, New 
South Wales, at the Grand Pacific last even- 

ng. ‘*‘Encouraged by their rapid advance 
in population and wealth, the colonists feel 
that they should divide the rule of the Pacific 
with the United States. Some excitement has 
been caused lately by the step taken by the 
colanies for the acquisition of a navy exclu- 
sively for colonial purposes. The ships will 
be builtin England and the money raised in 
Australia. It is now almost assured that in- 
ter-colonial free trade and union will 
be established. Then there will be 
a country not unlike the United States. With 
a navy at ite command Australia could forel- 
bly object to encroachment in Polynesia, 
Wulle the people of Austrailia like to see Eu- 
giish and Americans settle in Oceanica, they 
recognize that there is no room for the great 
influx of French and Germans. The idea of 
Australiasian union includes besides the con- 
tinoent of Austratia, New Zealand, New 
Guine« and the Fijis. With this view the eas. 
tablishmeat of the French In New Caledonia 
is considered encroachment on what is called 
Australian teiritory.’’

About twenty-tive 
enumerators have not handed in their Com- 
pleted’’ lists, and corrections and additions 
are being made to the lists already turned in 
as ‘‘Compiete,’”’ but In the opinion of Maj. 
Weigel the total will little if at all exceed the 
figures given. 

The statement is a full admiasion of the cor- 
rectness of the figures pubiished by the Post- 
DISPATCH on Tuesday afternoon. At that 
time over 200 enumerators had turned in thei 
lists as completed, and those who wore 
not ready to make full returns have sent in 
daily reports, covering nearly all the districts 
assigned them, and have since that time been 
engaged in lelsurely picking up the odds and 
ends.

British Honduras’ Strange Disease. 


By Telegraph tothe PosT-IMSPATCH. 

NEW Tonk, June 22.—The Herald corre- 
spondence from Belize under date of the 13th 
ult. says that for some months past the col- 
ony of British Honduras, as well as the 
neighboring Kepublice, has been under the 
ban of a disease, which, while said by some 
experts not to be yellow fever, is yet so terri- 
ble in its character as t kill off without a 
single exception every. one whom it attacks. 
The young Scotchman Whom Bob Pinkerton 
met. in Belize died from ¥ days ago tie 
has deen. téflowed by Dr. Babb of Stann Creek, 
a 32-year- old resident of the colony, whose 
passage had been taken by the Aguan for 
New York. Great excitement and anxiety were 
experienced in Belize yesterday morning, 
whon it was seen thatthe steamship Aguan, 
which had arrived durigg the night from the 
south, was fiying the yellow flag and was lying 
atthe quarantine grounds. Every one who 
can do so is leaving Honduras, fo: elther En- 
gland or the States, and shortly after 6 o’ clock 
on the morning of the 12th several sailing 
boats, loaded with passengers, were maxing 
forthe steamer, only, however, to be sent 
back, it being stated that a passenger from 
Ysabal had died while the steamer was at 
Livingstone. inquiries elicited the fact that 
this man, a Spaniard, bad expired from what 
is termed by the medical man in attendance 
**pernicious malarial fever,’’ superinduced 
in all probability by heavy drinking. The 
Aguan is simply crowded with passengers, 
among whom are a number of time 
workmen from Nicaragua and the two chil- 
dren of Marcin Crawford, whose poor wife 
died from worry consequent on the arrest of 
E. S. Crawford, the alleged bank robber. New 
Orleans is closed as tight as a drum against 
British Honduras, and if an outbreak should 
occur on the Aguan there will be no possible 
means of getting out of the country except by 
way of Mexico, which will mean a long, 
tedious and expensive trip. At the Cayo, 
seventy-five miles northwest of Belize, it is 
reported that the people are dying like sheep, 
and the worst part of it is that nobody really 
knows what the disease is. The European 
doct rs call it yellow fever, but the American 
medicos differ from them. The only thing, 
therefore, positively Known is that in course 
of five or six days it kilis everybody whom it 
attacks, and the sarvivors are simply asking 
themselves, Whose turn next?’’ 


Australia as an Empire. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispratca, 

OCuroaco, III., June 20.— The sentiment 
ofan Australian Empire is spreading,’’ said 
A. B. Rogers, a barrister from Sydney, New 
South Wales, at the Grand Pacific last even- 
ing. Encouraged by their rapid advance 
in population and wealth, the colonists feel 
that they should divide the rule of the Pacific 
with the United States. Some excitement has 
been caused lately by the step taken by the 
colanies for the acquisition of a navy exclu- 
sively for colonial purposes. The ships will 
be builtin England and the money raised in 
Australia. It is now almost assured that in- 
ter-colonial free trade and union will 
be established. Then there will be 
a country not unlike the United States. with 
a navy at ite command Australia could forel- 
bly object to encroachment in Polynesia. 
While the people of Austraila like to see En. 
giish and Americans settle in Oceanica, they 
recognize that there is no room for the great 
influx of French and Germans. The idea of 
Australiasian union includes besides the con- 
tinent of Austratia, New Zealand, New 
Guinex 4nd the Fijis. With this view the eas. 
tablishmeat of the French in New Caledonia 
is considered encroachment on what is called 
Australian tetritory.’’

THE WRONG TO BE RIGHTED. 

The citizens are far from being satisfied with 
the results obtained by Maj.

discover. The situation is a desperate one, 
and citizens who are uwiiling to have St. 
Louls misrepresented by a census the com- 
pleteness of which is &pparent to no one out- 
side of official circles should act promptly 
and send in their names without delay 
to the Post-DIsPATCH. It only by 
exposing the fallacy of the eount that 
redress can be obtained. It will be useless 
complaining after the official returns have 
been made up, but the greater the number ot 
proved omissions the greater the chance of 
getting the return corrected or replaced.

The Defense Presents Witnesses to the Jury 
at Ironton *To-Day—Witnesses Called te 
Testify to the Character of the Deceased 
and the Accused—Judge Thomas Rules 
Ost Evidence Which the Defendant 
Heped te Get Before the Jury.

IRONTON, Mo., June 2)1.—The court was 
crowded this morning when the hearing of 
the Chambérs trial was resumed. Interest in 
the proceedings is very great, owing to the 
critical stage arrived at in the proceedings. 
The case, to some extent, has been turned 
around—the prosecution assuming the pes!- 
tion of defense and the defense 
the atttude of $$ présecution. All 
during yesterday's proceedings Prosecuting 
Attorney Warfield showed a neryousness 
somev nat out of place in one of his exper!- 
ence, and at times be was somewhat hasty in 
bis remarks. The witnesses for the defense 
were ofa kind calculated to inspire confi- 
dence in the side they were testifying for. 

Gov. Johnson outlined the defense to be 
established in very strong terms, going back 
to the history of Mr. Chsmbers’ connection 
with the Times and Mr. Bowman’s repeated 
attempts to wreck the institution and his final 
success in that direction. Then he showed 
how Bowmas made no attempt at the time to 
collect any of the money, knowing weil it was 
not then to be had. But years later, delng in 
St. Louis for a few days, broke, and in need 
of money, de looked about fora victim from 


whom he could extort’ money and hit

Prosecuting Attorney Warfield then took the 
witness and by cross-examining brought out 
the same testimony as was glven in the direct 
examination. Miss McLaughlin took occasion 
to correct the statement she made in the pre- 
liminary examination as to how Mr. 
Chambers held the gun. She said then that 
he bad itat his shoulder, but 17 thinking 
the matter over she said he had it at his side. 
A recess was taken at this point to allow 
about half the jury to go out. The witnesses 
for the defense sat around Frank O' Neil and 
Thos. Thoroughman and listened to stories 
about Bowman and big adventures. Mr. War- 
fieid took up the cross-examination of Miss 
McLaugblin again, and questioned her closely 


as to the positions of Mr. Chambers 
and Bowman when she looked out of 
the kitchen window. Mr. Warfleid ques- 


tioned Miss McLaughlin closely about the 
position Mr. Chambers held the gun when he 


shot. 

Walker Henley was next called and testified 
that be had seen Mr. Bowman at Clayton in 
front of a saloon and heard him talking with 
some other people.

This was all that Henley beard about the 
case. Mr. Warfield’s cross-examination elic- 
ited no further facts except that Garrett joined 
the party a little later. 

Mike Fortine of Clayton, who kéeps the 82 
loon and hotel referred to by Henley, testified 
that Bowman was at his saloon in the morn- 
ing and treated a few people, and began talk- 
ing about his business, and said that it would 
nottake morethan twenty minutes to settle 
the whole business, 

Thomas Tbhoroughman then took tne stand 
and testified be had known Chambers person- 
ally for about fifteen years, and by reputation 
for twenty yeers, and that there was no man 
of better character in the State. He knew 
Bowman as being reputed to be an utterly bad 
man in every sense, of a violent and turbulent 
disposition, who went around bulidozin 
everywhere, bothin and out of court, an 
that he was noted for his skill with weapons. 

Judge Hobert A. Bakewell next took the 
stand. Judge Bakewell said he had known 
Chambers ever since he had been a boy and 
knew bis character and reputation were the

best. He stated that he had knows Bowman 
since the sixties and knew him (to 
have a bad reputetion and his reputa- 


tion for carrying weapons and being especiaily 
ekilled in the use of pistols. His reputation 
as a bulldozer was widespread and he had in- 
auguratcd the custem of taking depositions 
as to people’s private character. The ex- 
amination was carried on at this point by Mr. 
W. R. Edgar of Ironton, who is assisting Gov. 
Johnson. The cross-ezamination was then 
made by Mr. Warfield. He asked if Bowman 
had not had cases for the best citizens. Judge 
Bakewell sad Tes. Then Mr. Edgar asked 
ifMr. Bowman had not been disbarred. Judge 
Bakewell said ‘‘Yes.’" Mr. Warfleld asked if 
Mr. Bowman had not been reinstated. Judge 
Bakewell said he had but it was through 
political influence. He bad a bill passed 
whereby the Supreme Court could pardon a 
man upon the presentation of acertain peti- 
tion, which was done and Bowman through 
good nature, more than anything else, al- 
lowed to resume his practice. 
JUDGE CADY TESTIFIES 

Judge Cady then testified as to the reputa- 
tion of Mr. Chambers, saying that as far as he 
knew be had never heard it questioned; as to 
Bowman, his reputation, Judge Oady said, 
was that of a violent, turbulent man, and 
boasted about his shooting, showing how he 
could make drop shots and shoot from his 
pocket without drawing his weapons. 

Wm. H. Thompson was next called and tes- 
tied as to Mr. Chamber’s good reputation 
and Bowmans’ bad one. 

H. J. Grover testified as to Bowman’s repu 
tation as a turbulent, violent man, quick with 
weapons. 

F. J. Lucas, associats editor of the Chronicle, 
stated thatthe reputation of Bowman as an 
expert shot and a turbulent man was well 
known, and that he beard many stories about 
his disposition and hig character of an all- 
around bad man. 

Werald Griffin testified as to the character 
and reputation of Mr. Chambers and of Bow- 
man’s Dad character. 

Edward Wilkerson testified as to Mr. 
Chaubers’ reputation, saying he had never 
heard it qnestioned. He bad known Bowman 
for about seventeen years and knew hingto 
bea man who would always goarmed and 
was always huntinga fight. This closed the 
testimony for the morning session. 

The alternoon session was commenced with 
Adam Deitmillerof Clayton on the stand. 
He testified that Mr. Chambers hada good 
reputation in the community and that he was 
highly esteemed by bis neighbors. , 

Robert Walker, clerk of Hotel Barnum,

Whereas, after due proceedings bad this 

court on May 4, 1690, made and entered of 
record an order commanding T. F. Zimmer- 
manu to dle a transcript; and whereas, T. F. 
Zimmermann, Justice of the Peace, made and 
Ried in this court on the 3d day of June, 1890, 
hie return to said order, containing imperti- 
nent and scavudalous language, abusive of 
this court and one of the Judges thereof, to- 
wit: 
It is the opinion of this honorable, but bum- 
bie court, supported by the facts in thie case, 
vile, frivolous, unjost and repugnant to or-

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SOME HOPE ENTEKTAINED OF SAVING THE 
' UNFORTUNATE MEN.

Indications That Seme if Not All of the 
Men in the Mine Are Alive—Great Ex- 
citement at Dunbar—A Fatal Accident on 
the Baltimere & Ohic BRoad—Two Men 
Killed, 


DUNBAR, Pa., June 20.—The thirty-two im- 
prisoned miners in the Dunbar mine have 
been heard from, and it is now believed that 
some of them may yet be rescued, though it is 
hardly possible for the rescuing party to 
reach them for many hours yet. At4o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, while the searching 
party were working -down in the mine, 
digging through the mass of coal that blocks 
the entrance to the heading, they heard a 
faintsound of picks, and suddenly ceased 
their labors and remained perfectly quiet for 
afew minutes. They could then plainiy hear 
the rapping noise, and the joyful announce- 
ment was sent up to the erowd at the 


mouth ofthe mine. The workers redoubled 
their energies to break down the immense 
barrier that blocked their way to the head- 


ing. 
The crowd above, including the wives, chill 
dren and friends of the imprisoned miners, 
became almost trantie with excitement, and 
it was with difficulty that the authorities 
restrained many of them from jumping in the 
mine. 

General Manager Hazard of the company 
owning the mine announced last evening that 
the company would spare no expense in its 
endeavor to reach the imprisoned miners as 
soon as possible. 

The relief parties were at work all night. 
This morning there are 180 feet of slate and 
coal to wo through before miners can be 
reached. It is thought this will take till or 
10 o’ clock to-night. No more has been heard 


from inside. 
NO HOPE. 


Prrranund, Pa., June 20, 1:15 o. m.—A 
Leader reporter has just arrived from Dunbar 
and states that there is positively no truth in 
the statement that signals from the entomed 
miners were heard by the rescuing 
party last evening or during the 
night. He states that the mine superiatendent 
telegraphed this morning to the officials 
of the Dunbar Furnace Oo. in Philadelphia 
that he did not expect to reach the men be- 
fore Sunday; that there ie no hope whatever 
that they willi be found alive. The distance to 
be dug ati0this morning was about 180 feet 
through rock, ribs, slate and coal. Only three 
men can work ata time, and progress is nec- 
essarily siow.

THE CABLE & WESTERN ROAD BOUGRT IN 
BY THE BONDHOLDERS. 


Lee Higginson & Co. of Boston Are Forced 
to Pay $150,000 te Ketain the Road— 
The Oppositien Bidders—Higtory of the 
Line—Plans for the Keorganizatien of 
the Company. ö . 


The St. Louis Cable & Western Rallway 
Co. was sold at public auction at noon to-day 
atthe east front door of the Court-house. 
There was quite a gathering present, among 
them Mr. James Jackson, a member of the 
Boston banking firm’ of Lee, Higginson 
& ©o., who represent the second 
mortgage bond holders. Heury E. Warner, 
an attorney in Boston for the firm; Maj. Lee 
and Mr. Ellis, and Montagne Lyon of the firm 
of Lee & Ellis, St. Louis, attorneys for Lee, 
Higginson & Co.; Henry D. Laughlin, attorney 
for the receiver; John Harrison, represen ting 
one of the creditors; Alphone De Figuerado; 
receiver of the road; Charles 
H. Turner, who ie 40 be the 
president of the reorganized corporation; 
Capt. D. P. Slattery, ex-Counciiman Walter 
Blakely, Counciiman ©, D. Comfort, Charles 
Claflin Alien, Attorney Pollard, F. Chouteau 
Maffitt, President of the Missouri Rallway Co.; 


Mr. Henry, Secretary of the company; State 
Senator M. K. McGrath! and Warren F. Me- 
Chesney. 

Special Commissioner E. T. Farish read the 
advertisement of the sale and explained that 
the successful: bidder would be required to 
pay $1,000 down and the balance of his bid 
inside of three days. Warren F. McChesney 
wanted to know if all the franchises of the 
company were included in the vale and was 
informed that they were. Mr. Farish then 

ASKED FOR Bios. 
There was & pause of some moments, and 
the Commissioner inguired if there were not 
to be any bids made for the property. An- 
other pause followed, and then Maj. Tus bid 
$25,000. The commissioner asked if anybody 
would raise it. The crowd looked at MeCnes- 
ney, but he was done when he inquired 
what was included in the sale. Jus 
as Mr. Farish was making his third and last 
call 8 of State M. K. McGrath of- 
fered $30,000. aj. Lee then bid $35,000. On 
the third and last call Mr. McGrath raised him 
another $5,000, to $40,000. This system of bid- 
ding was kept up by the two, each raising 
the other $5,000 at a time and the 
State Senator always waiting for the third and 
last call before giving his bid, untill the price 
of $140,000 had been bid by Mr. McGrath. Maj. 
Lee then bid $150,000 and hisrival retired 
from the field. When asked 
him Mr. aicGrath remarked: 
authorized to bid more, but I see the gentie- 
men are determined to have the road and 
there is no use in raising the price on them. 
THE ROAD WAS KNOCKED DOWN 
to Maj. Leefor $150,000. He bid it in for the 
bondbolders, represented by Lee, Higyinson 
& Co., and the compauy will be reorganized 
with Mr. Charles H. Turner as its presi- 
dent. The road sold to-day has a 
bonded indebtedness of $1,000,000, which the 
purchasers assume. It also has a floating in- 
debtedness in the shape of judgments amount- 
ing to $283,000. This is wiped out by the sale 
of to-day, the $150,000 paid for the road being 
distributed pro rata among the holders 
of the judgments. The original stock 
of $1,000,000 is also wiped out by 
the sale. Including the bonded 
indebtedness of $1,000,000, which the pur- 
chasers assume, they paid $1,150,000 for the 
road. It is to be reorganized under the name 
ofthe St. Louis & Suburban Railway, and 
there is an ordinance now pending to give the 
company the necessary franchises to oper- 
ate under that name. Both the cable 
roads of the company, running from 
Sixth and Locust streets to Morgan street, 
west of Vandeventer avenue and the Narrow 
Gauge steam railway running from the latter 
point west, were included inthe sale of to- 
day, they being all one corporation. 
THERE WAS CONSIDERABLE CURIOSITY 
to learn for whom McGratb was bidding. He 
is said to haye represented a local syndicate 
composed of Messrs. Charies Green, John 
Scullin, John O’Day, D. F. Slattery, Ww ° 
Thomson and otbers. He stated after the 
sale that be was authorized to bid $200,000 and 
no more, but bad concluded that the Boston 
parties were determined to have it at any 
price, and that was why he did not bid the full 
price he was authorized to pay. The compe- 
tition at the saie was not totally unexpected 
by the representatives of Lee, Higginson & 
Co., as they had heard that they would meet 
with opposition. 
THE ROAD 
has had a checkered career. It was in 1872 that 
Erastus Wells, Wm. T. Gay, 
Michael Powers, L. D. Cabanne, 
Lewis, R. D. Watson and others obtained a 
charter to dulld and operate the Centrai Rall- 
way Co. The road was to commence west of 
Grand avenue at a point 140 feet north of 
Olive street and terminate at Kienlen 
avenue and the St. Charles rock road in St. 
Louis County, a distance of about five anda 
half miles. The capital stock of the company 
was $150,000. They built a narrow gauge 
steam railway. The name of the 
company was afterward changed to 
the St. Louis and Florissant Railroad 
company. The lattercompany issued mort- 
gage bonds on August 20, 1874, to the amount 
of $35,000. In January, 1875, the road 
was sold under this mortgage to 
John R. Lionberger. He urchased 
the road for Erastus Wells, Wm. J. Lewis and 
other stockholders in the original company 
and they reogganized the line under the name 
„West End Narrow Gauge Rallroad Co. 
Bonds amounting to $42,000 were issued by the 
new company to extend the road to Nor- 
mandy. The road was sold out under this 
mortgage in March 19, 1679. John R. Lion. 
berger again. purchased the road. 
Erastus Welle, Rolla Welles and others formed 
a corporation known as the West End Narrow 
Gauge Railway Co., to which all ite charters, 
franchises, privileges and property were 
transferred. The only change in 
the name was the term ‘‘Railway,’’ 
instead of railroad. An Indianapolis syndi- 
cate composed of George F. Brenham, Sam- 
uel H. Cobb, Michael A. Downing and others, 
formed the St. Louls, Creve Coeur & St. 
Charles Rallroad Co., with a _ capital 
stock of $500,000 and purchased the West End 
Narrow Gauge Railway Oo. in 1883. They 
built the cable division of the road and then 
sold out to the Boston syndicate, the name of 
the whole corporation being changed to the 
St. Louis, Cable & Western Raliway Co.

It is possibie that 
the sociologi¢al New Zealander will Gnd that 
the feminine key-names of this century, 80 to 
speak, are about as many in number as t 
decades. Just what was the favorite woman's 


name at the vey opening of the century is 
hard to guess off-hand, but the listener may 
venture to say that the Nancy epoch was 
about the first worthy of the word in. the 
century. 

Among the octogenarian ladies of the Lie- 
tener’s acquaintance the name of Nancy seems 
to have a very prominent place. Further on 
down the century came the fashion of doubie 
names—possibly an old fashion revived—and 
we find Martha Anns, Mary Janes and Ann 
Elizas in N family. 
epoch would best described as the 
Jane epoch of our feminine nomenclature, 

FIXING THE EPOCHS. 

It is a little hard to locate these things in 
years, but the Listener would say, at a guess, 
thattbe Lucy epoch began about the year 
1835, and was closely followed by the en 
epoch, which left the name of the beautiful 
daughter of Leda scattered broadcast over the 
country. Somewhat after the reign of Helen 
came the most singular, unaccountable epoch 
of all, the Ella epoch. The use of the name of 
Elia goes back, as close as the Listener can 
locate it, to about the year 1850, though there 
may have been earlier examples. Where the 
name Ella“ came from is a mystery. The 
authorities put it down as a cerruption of the 
name of Elanor, which in ite turn was ¢or- 
W from Helen. 

t appears to have no recognized place 
either in history or fiction, though evidently 
it was borrowed froma fourth-rate popular 
novel. Itis,at any rate, without meaning, 
without associations in the past, without any 
other reason for existence at its beginning, 
except that it pleased many people's fancy. 
Now itno doubt has a recognized existence, 
since beautiful and good women bave borne 
it, and, like all other names that women ever 
bore, itis sanctified with that other name of 
mother. The real Elia epoch did not set in as 
early as 1850; probably it was at its height 
about the year 1860. People thought it 80 
pretty! But it issadiv out of fashion now. 

HOW NAMES BECOME FASHIONABLE. 

Thore was an Ida epoch that came in some- 
where along there, probably just after the 
Ella epoch, though the two names ran pretty 
closely together. Thename of. Ida is a good 
and ancient one, though most of the le 
who took it up doubtless thought they had hit 
upon something quite new, Most ot the Idas 
of the time about 1860 were named for a 
character in a popular mg or for one an- 
other. But following the Ella and Ida period 
there came another girl name which attained 
a most extraordinary rage—the Edith epoch, 
indeed, survives almost to the present day. 
Between 1865 and 18786 about half of the girl 
babies were christened Edith, and the crop is 
ripening fast now, as a matter of course. 

Look at the High Schoo! catalogues and see 
how they bristie with Ediths, an ancient 
Saxon name,and a pretty one, disused for 
centuries and reyived all at once—a happy re- 
vival if it had not been overdone. Then came 
the Maud-and-Mabel epoch. These names 
have to be hyphenated, because neither ever 
seemed able to stand up without the other. 
They were a great rage in their turn. The 
maincrop of Mauds and Mabels will hardly 
mature before another five years, though the 
earlier sowiags are ripe already. Since then 
we have had the Marjorie revival—an exceed- 
ingly pretty name that, and betterand more 
English than either Maud or Mabel—and now 
we are threatened with a Gladys epoch,

MUNICIPAL RFFORM 
Of the various plans suggested for re- 


forming municipal legislation all have 
referencé to some method of weakening 


the control of the ward bosses and their 
65 „gangs“ over municipal nominations and 
‘elections. The establishment of special 


administrative departments, boards, 
comptrollerships and commissionerships 
as checks upon municipal legislatures, 
has removed many temptations and 
stumbling blocks from their pathway, 
and still there is a demand for further 
checks, and the question is often asked 


whether we should persist in trying to re- 


form municipal legislatures elected by 
the people, or abolish them and intrust 
their functions to some other agency. 
This seems to be simply a question 
whether popular self-government shall 
be set aside as a failure in cities. Ifa 


failure in cities, will it not soon fail in the 


rural districts also as population becomes 
more dense and unwieldy? No form of 
government is proof against abuses, cor- 
ruptions and breaches of trust; and be- 
fore Americans admit that the shortcom- 
ings of government by the people in cities 
are peculiar to it, inherent in the system 
and ineradicable, they should try some 
reform expedient which promises to re- 
move the cause of the evils complained 
of. 

These evils areall obviously traceable to 
the fact that most of the city voters and 
tax payers are ordinarily too busy to pay 
sufficient attention to city affairs and are 
in the habit of letting professional poli- 
ticlans, ward bosses and spoilsmen mus- 
ter their gangs and carry nominations 
and elections by default. Yet no one of 
the proposed plans of municipal reform 
offers any means of correcting this inat- 
tention and bringing out fuller votes at 
primaries and elections to test the virtue 
of the new Australian ballot system. 

If we are to leave primaries and elec- 
tions in the hands of the few and can 
adopt no plan that will insure a fuller 
vote, the election of municipal legisla- 
tures by general ticket will be controlled 
by the ward bosses and their gangs as 
easily as when the members are chosen 
by wards. The history of New York City 
has shown that every State action cur- 
tailing local autonomy has opened more 
avenues of corruption. The history of 
railroads, banks and insurance compa- 
nies isa history of inattentive stockholders 
who have allowed themselves to be robbed 
by rings of directors and others whom 
they have trusted and rewarded with 
large salaries. If we cannot go to the 
root of the evil, induce all classes of 
voters to take a more continuously active 
part in elections, and thus keep local 
autonomy on its proper basis, we can ex- 
pect but little improvement from any 
ofthe proposed plans for reforming muni- 
cipal government. 
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Tne Massachusetts Bureau of Labor 
Statistics shows that the wages paid in 
the highly protected industries are too 
low to secure labor any share of the pro- 
tection. Of the employes in woolen 
mills 22 per cent receive less than $ per 
week, more than half receive less than $7 
per week and more than three-fourths less 


I 


than $10 per week. In the worsted indus- 
tries over one-fourth of the employes get 
less than 86 per week and over three- 
fourths get less than $8., The cotton mills 
enjoy a protection ranging from 0 per 
centup to 75 per cent, and declare divi- 
dends of from 6 to 20 per cent, yet 40 per 
cent of the employes get less than G per 
week and more than three-fourths get 
less than $7 a week. On the other hand 
the report shows a much higher average 
of wages in the industries that enjoy com- 
paratively little protection or no protec- 
tion at all.

THE NEW CRUISER FHILADELPHIA. 


Erben Determined That the Trial 
Trip Shall Be a Fair One. 


Rv Telegraph to the Posr-Dter ren. 

New York, June ®.—Capt. Erben, chair- 
man of the Naval Board appointed by Secre- 
tary Tracy to comductthe speed trial of the 
new cruiser Philadelphia on the south side of 
Long Isiand next week, is determined that 
there shalibe no excuse for not having a 
thoroughly fair trial. Hesimply issued a re- 
guest to all masters of vessels, urging upon 
them to oP their vessels from the course, 60 
that the Philadelphia might havea free right 
of way; and there is no doubt that navigators 
will cheerfully comply with this request, 
Capt. Erben has arranged to havea detail of 
vessels of the North Atiantic squadron 
anchored ong the line to keep the 
course clear. hese will be the Galway, 
Petre), Aria, Blake and Dolphin. The Vesve- 
vius may be used to go ahead of the Philadel- 
phia. The course will be carefully surveyed 
and will cover a distance of forty miles ¢ach 
way from a point ten miles off Seuthampton 
to the south end of Block Island. Under the 
terms of the contract the Philadelphia must 
make a speed of nineteen knots an hour for 
four consecutige hours, but the contractors 
believe that she will make twenty knots. As 
there is a condition that the contractors shail 
receive a premium of $50,000 for each quarter 
knotin excess of the guarantee, they expect to 

get $200,000 in premiums. But should shé meke 
fp knots and 1,500 feet, 20 feet short of 19% 
knots, the contractors will not get the pre- 
minm, and should she make less than 19 
knots, $50,000 will be deducted from the con- 
tract price for each quarter knot deficient. 
The Philadeiphia will leave the Cramps’ 
works on Monday and come as far as Sandy 
Hook, where she will be prepared for the 
trial to take place on Wednesday ſ or Thurs- 
day. The vessel will be provided with the best 
picked free burning coal, be sunk to a draught 
of 19 feet 2 inches, the Naval Board will go on 
the vessel and, ifitis fine, smooth weather, 
she will start Wednesday morning to make 


the trial.

SORE EYES IN CBILDRER. 


About One- Third ef All Blindmess Due te 
Neglect ia Infancy. 


Nearly one-third of all the blindness in 
Europe and the United States has its origin in 
the neglected sore eyes of infants, says the 
Youth's Companion. Not to speak of the life- 
long suffering to which this affliction gives 
rise, it is estimated that the expense of caring 
for the 60,000 blind persons In the United States 
and the loss of their earnings amountto over 


$7,000,000 a year. Says Dr. Burnett, opbthal- 
mic professor inthe Georgetown Unlyersity: 

It is doubttul if all the epidemics of yellow 
feverand cholera for the last hundred years 
have cost the country as much in money as 
have the ravages of ophthalmia neonatorum 
in ten years. Yet this is adisease which, in 
its incipiency, le easily curabie and well nigh | 
absolutely preventabie.’’ Ophthelmia neona- 
torum is the medica! term for inflammation of | 
the eyes in new-born infants. 

This is an inflammation which either gets 
well of itself, or ia removed by simple ap- 
pilances, and hénce mothers and nurses fail 
to apprehend the danger. Indeed, many phy- 
siclane are not alive to it, but Dr. Williams, 
the eminent ophthalmist ot Boston, says, m 
his great work on the eye, that there is no 
disease more fatal to the eye, when neglected 
or improperly managed, than ophthaimia 
neonatorum. ‘*‘On the other han „ none of- 
furs better results from judicious treatmest.’’ 
Apparently mild attacks sometimes develop 
into the more dangerous disease, and, there- 
fore, every case should have medical atten- 

tion at once. 

The rst symptoms appear abont the third 
or fourth day aiter birth—a slight reddish line 
along the center ofthe upper lid. On open- 
ing the lida, the white of the eye is seen to be 
more reddened, and there is aslight amount 
of yellowish secretion. In a few hours the 
lids become enormously ewollen, and a large 
quantity of thin greenish-yellow fuid es- 
capes.

APFLEs AS MEDICINE, 


A Were Highly Thought Of in the Early 
Days and Much Used. 


From the Boston Herald. 

The apple is composed of vegetable fiber, 
albumen, sugar, gum, chlorophyl, malic acid, 
gallic acid, Iime and much water. The Ger- 
‘man analysts declare that the apple contalnus 
a larger percentage of phosphorus than any 
other fruit er vegetable. This phosphorus is 
admirably adapted for renewing the essential 
nervous matter, lethicin of the brain and 


spinal cord. Old Scandinavian legends or 
traditions represent the apple asthe food 
ofthe cods, who when they found themselves 
growing feeble and infirm, resorted to this 
iraitto renew the powers of the mind and 
body. Judging dy these traditions, apples 
must have been highly thonghtof Mm ancient 
times, and their restorative qualities uncer- 
stood, says a writer in the Zadie’ World. 
The acids of the apple are of great use to 
people of sedentary habits whose livers are 
siuggish in action; they eliminate from the 
body noxious matters which, if retained, 
would make the brain heavy and dull, or 
bring about jaundice or kin eruptions, ‘aod 
other ailied troubles. Some sue experience 
must have led to the custom of taking apple 
sauce with roast pork, rich goose and like 
dishes. The malic acid of spe apples, either 
raw or cooked, will neutralize any excess of 
chalky matter engendered by eating too much 
meat. 

It is also the fact that such fresh fruits as 
the apple, the p&ir and the plum, taken when 
ripe, and withoutsugar, diminish the acidity 
of the stomach rather than provoke it. Their 
vegetable salts and juices are converted into 
alkaline carbonates, which tend to correct 
acidity. A good ripe, raw apnpie is one of the 
easiest of vegetable substances for the 
stomach to deal with, the whole process of 
digestion being com pleted in 66 minutes. A 
poultice of rotten apples is said to be an ex- 
cellent remedy for weak rheumatic eyes. In 
the French hospitals an apple poultice is 
applied to inflamed eyes, the apple being 
roasted, and the pulp applied directly te the 
eves—that is, without the intervention of. any 
cloth or substance. A modern maxim teaches 
that:

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Six Cardinals Whe Are — te Have 
the Best Chances of Some Day Sitting in 
St. Peter’s Chair—Leo Anxious About 
His Successor—The Strong Points ef Men 
Whe May Be Pontiff Secon.

HAVE just sat down in 
one of the ante-rooms 
ofthe Vatioan, after a 
long talk with a distin- 
guished prelate about 
the rumor that the 
Cardinals were serious- 
ly considering the ques- 
tion of electing an 
American Pope at the 
death of Leo XIII., and 
I can say that a more 
foolish notion wag never conceived. 

It is quite true that the question of electing 
asuccessor to the present Pontiff is being 
very carefuily studied, and these gray walls 
have hid many an august conference over it. 
The Pope himself fe quite anxious about his 
ou ion. He frequently speaks of the death 
which he feels to be near. 

There is not the sliahtest chance of any but 
an ltalian sitting in Peter's chair at present. 
Out of the sixty-three cardinals who com- 
pose the Sacred Oollege now, thirty-four are 
Italians, It takes a two-thirds majority and 
one vote over to elect a Pope. Italy easily con- 
trols the succession. No Italian cardinal will 
vote for a foreigner for fear he might remove 
the seat of pontifical government from Rome. 
Clement V. was a Frencn Pope, and he re- 
mgved his court to Avignon in 1309. The re- 
sult was that France dominated the Holy See, 
and French Popes were elected one after 
the other. Gregory XI. was the last F rench- 
man to sit on the Papal throne. He brought 


the court back to Rome in 1377, and from that 
time on none but Italians have been permitted 
to wear the —— crown. 

ERIOUS CANDIDATES. 

Of the W —— Italian cardinals only six 
or seven are supposed to be serious candi- 
dates. The strongest candidate to-day is 
Cardinal Raffaelle Monaco La Valleta, Dean 
of the College of Cardinals and Grand Peul- 
tencieria. He is a broad sboulderea and 
muscular Christian, whose herculean bead and 
neck would lead you to suppose that he was 
pugnacious, whereas a milder man never 
lived. Cardinal La Valieta was born in Aguila 
and is 63 years old. He was a marquis aed has 
famous blood in bis veins. His family isa 
branch of the Freneh La Valietas, whose an 
cestor was the great Knight who, as Grand 
Master of the Order of alta, successfuily 
defended Malta * the flerce 
Sultan Sulieman The Cardinal 
is a powerfui theologian and is 
an expert in canonical law. He avoids 
politics, and used to boast that he never read 
newspapers. There ie no stronger figure in 
the Catholic Church, He belongs to the in- 
trausigeant branch ofthe Vatican, Delieving 
that the Pope should reject all policies that 
savor of conciliation, and maintain a firm and 
unbending attitude toward the Italian Govern- 


| ment. 


The intransigeants are the strongest party 
in the Vatican, and Cardinal La Valleta is 
| practically their leader. They deciare that 
| any concession or yielding would be fatal to 
the temporal pewer. This Cardinal had great 
influence with Pius IX., and was to some ex- 
tent responsible for his political demeanor in 
the last years of bie life. 

THE VICAR OF ROME. 

Another probable successor of Leo XIII. 
Cardinal Lacido Maria Parocchi, the Vicar or 
Rome, and, as such, President ot the College 
of Cardinale. He is only 57 years old, a clear- 
headed, erudite and sagucious churchman. 
In his present high office he virtually governs 
the church. There is no more suave or courtly 
gentleman on earth than this successful son 
of Genoa. I have chatted with bim in bis 
official residence and found him to bea great 
friend of America. 

‘*‘America is lit by electricity,’’ he said sig- 
nificantly, ‘‘and we still use common candies. 
But the day is coming when Italy, too, will 
biaze witb light—light of more than one kind. 
America is leading the way. 

Unlike Cardinal La Valieta, who despises 
newspapers, Oardinal Parroch! not only reads 
them, but bas actually been a journalist him- 
self in Dis greener days. He is a good judge 
of men and knows the world. The Pope looks 
upon bim as a scholar of the bighest rank. 
He has a face that inspires cormfidence, and 
beautiful eyes. His manner is that of a 
father. Oardinal Parrochi has alweys identi- 
fied himself particularly with the opere pie of 
the church, and Iremember how he said the 
other night when he tried to pronounce 
‘*charity’’ in English: It is the finest word 
of every language. 

When the Cardinal was Archbishop of Bo- 
logna he had such a reputation as an intran- 
sigeant, or anti-conciliation man, that the 
Government refused to give him possession of 
the Archiepiscopal palace and revenues of 
the archdiocess. He made a bold effort to se- 
cure the exequator, but failed. The Pope, 
recognizing the situation, brought him to 
Rome. He was made a Prince of the Churoh 
in 1877, when only 44 years old. 

AMONG THE LIBERALS. 

Of the Liberals, Cardina! Gaetano Alimonda 
stands a good chance for the Pontificate. He is 
a venerable maa and an able prelate. Being 
Archbishop of Turin, the birthplace of Victor 
Emanuel, de is on friendly terms with méia- 
ber ofthe house of Savoy, and is conse- 
—— inclined to take a mellow view ot the 
Sardinian offenses against the Vatican. This 
is the one thing that is apt to weaken his pos!- 
tion as a candidate. There are cardinals who 
think thatit would be very embarrassing to 
have a Pope who was personally acquainted 
with the royal family of Italy. 

A particularly strong man among the Lib- 

who 
succeeded Cardinal Parroch! as Archbishop of 
Bologna. He was born in. St. Agostino di 
Piano sixty-seven years ago. There is no 
Cardinal who more resembles the present 
Pope in temperament and ideas, He is of an 
exceedingly affectionate nature and is greatly 
distressed atthe bitterness which exists be- 
tween the Quirinal and the Vatican. 

Cardinal Guiseppe Benedetto Dusmet is 
looked upon by the Benedictine monks and 
their supporters as a probabie successor of 

o. He is a native of Palermo and is 72 years 
old, which is rather against him. Cardinal 
Dusmet is a pure churchman, leaving politics 
alone and living a lite of great holiness and 
simplicity. 

I huve heard the Cardinal Patriarch of Ven- 
ice, Domenico Agostino, spoken of warmly in 
connection with the throne in the Vatican. 
Sixty-five years age he was boru in Treviso. 
poche. a marked friend ef the policy ef concil- 
ation.

How to Keep K our Fish in Geod Order, 


From the Forestand Stream. 

The angler should take care of his fish after 
he has caught them. Id is discreditabie to 
fetch back a lot of sun and wind dried fish, all 
curled up and tiff. Puta handful of grass or 


ferns in the bottom ofthe creel and kill the 
fish as soon as caught, by res f them a 
sharp biow on the back of the hea If the 
weather is hot, clean the morning’s catch at 
noon and every few hours dip the cree! in the 
stream. The best way to keep fish to teke 
home is as follows: Clean them thoroughly, 
taking care to remove the gills and the blood 
under the backbone, wipe dry inside and out, 
but do not wash them, sprinkle them inside 
with biack pepper, but on no account.use 
salt. Pack in cool, fresh grass and keep them 
in the shade. If ice is used it should be putin 
a tin can or at least at the bottom ef the creel, 
for it spolls the favor of Osh to have them 
soaking in water. 


Real Rainbow Music.

Recentiy a wonderful discovery has been 
made, says the Court Journal. A beam of sun- 
light is made to Dass through a prism 80 as to 
produce what is called the solar spectrum or 
rainbow. 


the rainbow is made to break through it. 

Now place the ear to the vessel contalning 
the silk, wool or other material.

Green silk gives sound best in red light. 
Every kind of material gives more or less 
sound in different colors and utters no sound 
in others. 


What the Queen Drinks.

Some remarkable information about the fa- 
vorite beverages of European sovereigns has 
been published by an American journal. The 
Queen is described as preferring the old- 


fashioned wines, port and sherry, and she 
is fond of boek and tokay. Formerly the 
Queen drank champagne and claret, and she 
never cared for either port or sherry. It was 
the Prince Consort who liked tokay so much, 
and he invariably drank a bumper of it after 
dinner, regarding it, and very rightly, as a 
liqueur. Of late years the Queen, dy advice 
of Sir William Jenner, has usually taken Apul- 
linaris water and Scotch whisky, and when 
she drinks a glass of claretit is often mixed 
with Apollinaris. The distillery of Lochna- 
ger, from which the Queen obtains her 
whisky, is on the Balmoral estate. There isa 
very large cellar of wine at Windsor, contain- 
ing a great quantity of very fine old port and 
claret, and some wonderlul cabinet Rhine 
wines of the great vintages.

have ears. Bribery indeed has become 
a recognized factor in the contest, is talked of 
openly by all and even boasted ‘of by those 
who use as the source of power greater tian 
all other forces combined. That men and 
legisiators are bought and sold like sheep in 
the stock yards po man in the current of 
common street talk can possibly doubt. That 
many of the men who long since declared for 
the lottery were bought with money no man 
doubts; that any of the recent con- 
verts were influenced by any other 
reason than the purchase money they 
received could only be established to the sat- 
isfaction of the public by stacks of evidence 
mountain high, elicited in a court of justice 
under cross examination by the ablest of at- 
torneys.

FOSTER’S SPEECH. 

Senator Foster in his speech yeaterday 
charged bribery in terms.

The famous actor, James Quin, 
after be had seen Garrick in some important 
character, declared peremptorily that, if the 
young fellow was right, then he and the rest 
of the players were wrong. The methods and 
maturainess of Garriek live at the present day, 
while the artificialness of Quin aad his com- 
peers is completely forgotten. Even the 
stately declamation of Joha Phillip Kemble is

When Garrick proauced Macbeth!“ at 
Dra Lane Theater, on the 19th of March, 
3748, wore a scariet coat, silk stockings and 
a powdered wig, while Mrs. Pritchard, whe 
’ was indeed a grand actress, as Lady Macbeth, 
was attired as a fashionable lady of tne day. 
The simging witches were dressed in the most 
charming costumes, some of white satin and 
lace, were rouged and powdered, and made 
to look as charming and attractive as voss 
bie. The acting was 8 but the costuming 
very bad, or, to say t least, inappropriate.

The first of the great English actors who 
**gtarred’’ in America was George Frederick 
Coeke, whe died in New York on the 26th of 
September, 1812. 
FOOTLIGHTS WERE FIRST INTRODUCED 
inte England by Garriek about 1770. Previous 
to that time the stage was lit by chandeliers 
atthe back. Garrick, too, in 1762 put as end 
to the practice of admitting strangers to seats 
on the stege. Tate Wilkinson thus gives a 
close description of the stage previous to this 
time: ‘‘On crow4ed nights an ampitheater ef 
seats was raised upon the stage, where there 
would be groups of ill-dressed lads and per- 
sons sitting on the stage in front three or iour 
feet deep; so that, in fact, a performer on a 
popular psight could not step with 
safety, lest he should thereby hurt er 
offend, or be thrown down amidst seores of 
dle or tipsy apprentices. But it was the beaux 
who usually affected that part of the house. 
There was only one entrance On each side of 
the stage, which was always particularly 
crowded. First, they sported their own 
figures to gratify seif-consequence and im- 
pede and interfere with the performers who 
had te comeonand go off the stage. They 
loved to affront the audience, particularly the 

allery part, who would answer by showering 

ewn oranges and half-eaten apples, te the 
great terror of the ladies in the pit, whe were 
so closely wedged they could not meve. How 
different ali this is at the present day. 

On the opening of the new Covent. Garden 
Theater under the managemeat of Joba 
Phill pRemblie on the night of September 18, 
1804, the nightly expenses were £300, or $1,500 
—something unparalleled before or since in 
theatrical history. There was a quadruple 
company—for tragedy, opera, comedy and 
ballet, The receipts averaged £80,000, or 

,000 per season. 

In 1810 Romeo“ Coates was to London 
what at a later date Shaies was to Boston. 
He was a West Indian, regarded as very 
wealthy, with a weakpessfor thestage. He 
appeared in that year at the Haymarxet The- 
ater as Romeo, dressed in askyblue, spangied 
cloak, red pantaleons, musiin vest, a full 
bottomed wig and an opera hat. His acting, 
or rather his attempts at acting, convulsed 
the house with lauchter, while, as a cums, 
his smali-clothes, being overtight,

Never was buriesque s comical as his dying 
scene. He dragged Juliet out of the tomb as 
if she had been a bundie of old clothes. Be- 
fore falling be spread am enormous silk peck- 
et-handkerchief upon the stage, put his 
opera hatforapilllow and then very gently 
laid himseifdown. ‘‘Ab, you may laugh. 
he said, in answer to the shriek that hailed 
this new device, but 1 do not lntend to soll 
my nice new veivet dress upon these dirty 
boarde. Shouts of encore followed his 
death, and be obeyed the demand with alac- 
rity, ewallowed the poison over again and re- 
peated all the symptoms of a violent sea- 
sickness with more gusto than before. The 
performance was demanded forathird time, 
when Juillet, entering into the absurdity of 
the situation, rose up and. advancing to the 
footiights, gave a quotation from the play, 
very aptiy altered: 

Dying is such sweet sorrow 
That be will die again until to-morrow. 

A most extraordinary piece of acting was 
seen at the Haymarket Theater in 1833, 
when Mrs. Glover, the best‘‘old woman that 
ever graced the London stage, incomparab'e 

as the nurse in ‘‘Romeo and Juliet, played 
Sir John Falstaff in the Merry Wives of 
Windsor, and with a great deal of success. 

In 1861 d win Booth appeared. at the Hay 
market Theater, it being hie first appearance 
in England, as Sir Gilles Overreach, but with- 
out making any monetary success. His en- 
gagement closed on a Saturday night, and on 
the following Monday Sethern opened as 
Lord Dundreary. ‘‘No man with less preten- 
sionsto histriomie excellence than Sothern 
ever made a greater success. Asa comedian 
he was incomparab! inferlor to Charles 
Mathews, while in serious parts he was medi- 
ocrity personified; in fact, he was Lord Dun- 
dreary in everythin he attemated, even to 
Claude Meinotte.’’ This is, unfortunately, too 
true.

in London, and he carried everything before 
him for eight or nine seasons and thea began 
to wane. 

Fanny Kembie’s of Julia in 
Kaowles’ play of ‘‘The Hunchback’’ is said to 
bave drawn more tears than any stage repre- 
sentation since John Kemble and Mrs.Siddons 
appeared in The Stranger. Fanny’s father, 
Charles Kemble, was the original Sir Taemas 
Clifford, and James Sheridan Kndwies, the 
author, the Master Waiter. There is a capital 
story about the first perfermance. In 
the boxes with Mrs. Kemble were 
Knowles’ two daughters, unsophisticated 
couatry giris, who had not been in a 
theater half a dozen times in their lives. They 
had heard their father, however, taik of plays 
being bissed, and thought it was a necessary 

art of the performance, so, after listening 

or some time to the enthusiastic plaudits 

that followed every scene, one of them inno- 
cently inguired of their ‘chaperone, Wen 
Will the hissing begin?’’ Charies Kemble said 
ef Knowles’ performance that the only 
gentieman who did not understand the author 
was the gentioman who played Master 
Walter. 

The Lady of Lyons was Arst produced 
on February 16, 1888, Macready being the orig- 
inal Claude to the Pauline ot Melen Faucit, 
now Lady Martin. Withina few days of its 
preduction the piece was known as The Ad- 
veuturor,’’ and it was not untl a run of nine 
pixits had assured him of success that Bul- 
wer would permit his name to appear upon 
the bills as its author. The piece has drawn 
more money into thehRtrical treasuries in 
England and America than any other play of 
its time. 

Ambrozetti, an Italian singer attached to 
the King’s Theater, was agreat and oon 
scientious artist. Being cast for the part of 
the father, in an operatic version of Mrs. 
Opie’s “ Father and Daughter“ called Ag 
nese, he studied in Bedlam every form of 
madness, and gave so terribiy realistie a per 
formance that the ladies sweoned, the whole 
house was struck with horror and the opera 
failed from the very greatness of the acting. 

Mile. Salle, who appeared at Covent Garden 
Theater in 1734, first introduced the opera 
ballet into England, and createda wonderful 
furor. On ber benefit night men fought their 
way to the doors sword in band and when en 
teok her leave, purses of gold and bon-bons of | th 
2 were showered upon the stage — 

twas not until the advent of Taglioni an 
Fanny Elesier that the ballet attained 
highest development and popularity.
